Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Caldara (US 5,978,359) 
teaches sending the ACCEPT/REJECT bit upon a specific REQUEST message being sent form the input buffers, which teaches away 
from the invention. However, the Examiner has only relied upon Caldara for the feature of sending an ACCEPT/REJECT bit, which has 
been equated to the token bit of the present invention. Larsson (US 6,172,963) provides evidence of updating grant credits based on 
actual cells received in an output buffer in determining whether to send more cells to the output buffer. Applicant's remarks do not place 
the application in condition for allowance. 
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
